S.O. 64(E).—The following Order made by the 
President is published for general information :— 

ORDER 

' Whereas the election of Shri Faiyazul Azam (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the “returned candidate”), a re¬ 
turned candidate from 5-—Sikta assembly constituency 
in the State of Bihar Legislative Assembly held in 
1977, was called in question before the Patna High 
Court by a defeated candidate; 

And whereas the Patna High Court by its judge¬ 
ment dated 7-9-1979 had dismissed the petition of the 
defeated candidate and the defeated candidate had 
filed an appeal before the Supreme Court, against the 
judgement of the High Court; 

And whereas the Supreme Court by its judgement 
dated 17-7-1984 set aside the election of the return¬ 
ed candidate on the ground of his having committed 
corrupt practices, under section 123(5) of the Repre¬ 
sentation of the People Act, 1951 (hereinafter referr¬ 
ed to as the “said Act”). 

And whereas the President has sought the opinion 
of the Election Commission in pursuance of Sub¬ 
section (3) of section 8A of the said Act on the ques¬ 
tion whether the returned candidate should be dis¬ 
qualified under section 8A (1) of the said Act, and if 
so, for what period; 

And whereas the Election Commission has given 
its opinion (vide Annexure) that the returned candi¬ 
date should be disqualified for a period of 4 years 
from 17-7-1984 i.e. the date of the Supreme Court 
judgement setting aside his election; 

Now, therefore, I, Zail Singh, President of India, 
in exercise of the powers conferred on me by sub¬ 
section (3) of section 8A of the said Act do hereby 
decide that the returned candiate should be disquali¬ 
fied for a period of 4 years from 17th July, 1984.

In re : Disqualification of Shri Faiyazul Azam, former 
member of Bihar Legislative Assembly. 


OPINION 

This is a reference from the President under section 
8A(3) read with section 8A(1) of the Representa¬ 
tion of the People Act, 1951, seeking opinion of the 
Election Commission on the question whether Shri 
Faiyazul Azam, former member of Bihar Legislative 
Assembly, may be disqualified and, if so, for what 
period for committing a corrupt practice under sec¬ 
tion 123(5) of the said Act. 

2. The relevant facts of the case may be briefly 
stated as under :— 

(i) Shri Faiyazul Azam was elected to Bihar 
Legislative Assembly from 5-Sikta assembly 
constituency at the general election held in 
1977. 

(ii) Shri Dharmesh Prasad Verma, a defeated 
candidate, called in question the election of 
Shri Azam in Election Petition No. 4 of 
1977 before the Patna High Court on the 
ground of alleged commission of various 
corrupt practices under sections 123 (2), 
(3), (5) and (7) of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1951. 

(iii) The High Court by its judgment and order 
dated 7-9-79 dismissed the petition holding 
that none of the allegations of corrupt prac¬ 
tices had been proved against Shri Azam. 

(iv) Shri Dharmesh Prasad Verma filed Civil 
Appeal No. 3011 of 1979 before the Sup¬ 
reme Court against the afore-said judgment 
of Patna High Court. By the time the appeal 
came up for regular hearing before the 
Supreme Court in July, 1984, that House 
of the Bihar Legislative Assembly of which 
Shri Azam was a mqjnber had already been 
dissolved in 1980 and a new House consti, 
tuted on the basis of a general election held 
in 1980. Shri Azam lost in that general elec¬ 
tion being defeated by Shri Dharmesh 
Prasad Verma. 

(v) Shri Dharmesh Prasad Verma however pre¬ 
sented his appeal diligently. At the time of 
the arguments before the Supreme Court in 
the aforesaid Appeal, the learned Counsel 
for the appellant restricted his arguments 
only to one charge relating to the use of 
Jeep No. USJ 5226 belonging to one Shri 

, Kabir Ahmed for free conveyance of voters 
with the consent of Shri Azam. On fresh 
appraisal of evidence before the High Court 
with regard to the above charge, the Sup¬ 
reme Court, by its judgment and order dated 
17-7-84, held the above charge to have been 
proved against Shri Azam and has accord¬ 
ingly found Shri Azam guilty of commission 
of corrupt practice under section 123 (5) 
of the Representation of the People Act, 
1951. 

3. As a result of the above finding of the Supreme 
Court, a question has been raised before the Presi¬ 
dent by the Secretary to the Bihar Legislative As¬ 
sembly in terms of section 8A (1) of the Represen¬ 
tation of People Act, 1951 as to whether Shri Faiyazul 
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Azam may be disqualified and, if so, for what period? 
The “President has referred the above question to the 
Election Commission for its opinion under section 8A 
(3) of the said Act. 

It 

4. Before formulating its opinion the Commission 
afforded an opportunity to Shri Faiyazul Azam of 
being heard in the matter. Accordingly, Shri Azam 
appeared before the Commission on 1-12-1984. He 
was also represented by Shri D. P. Singh, Senior 
Advocate. He had also earlier filed a written state¬ 
ment and a supplementary written statement. 

5. Both in the aforesaid written statements and also 
at the time of the hearing on 1-12-84, an attempt was 
made by Shri Azam and hia Counsel to assail the 
findings of the Supreme Court holding Shri Azam 
guilty of the corrupt practice under section 123(5) of 
the Representation of the People Act, 1951. The learn¬ 
ed Counsel for Shri Azam was told that the correct¬ 
ness of the findings of the Supreme Court could not 
be called in question before the Commission in the 
present proceedings as the Commission could not sit 
in judgment over the findings of the Supreme Court 
and that the Commission was bound by those findings. 
In fairness to the counsel it may be stated that he 
also accepted the above legal position. Nevertheless, 
he drew attention of the Commission to certain ob¬ 
servations of the Supreme Court in its judgement dat¬ 
ed 17-7-84 which, according to learned Counsel, did 
not reflect the correct factual position. Fo'r instance, 
he referred to the opening paragraph of the judgment 
wherein it is stated that the ‘‘respondent” (i.e. Shri 
Faiyazul Azam) had been elected to the Bihar Legis¬ 
lative Assembly at the general election in 1980, where¬ 
as in fact he was defeated in that election. (This dis¬ 
crepancy had already been noted by the Commission 
also). Again, he drew attention to pages 25-26 of 
the judgement where he (Shri Azam) has been wrong¬ 
ly described as a lawyer (though he is not and is an 
Ph. D. in Botany) and where the appraisal of his evi— 
dence has proceeded on that wrong assumption. 

<5. Be that as it may, the above referred minor fac¬ 
tual inaccuracies in the Supreme Court’s judgement 
do not obliterate the Court’s findings of guilt against 
Shri Faiyazul Azam. The sole purpose of the appellant 
before the Supreme Court in pursuing the above ap¬ 
peal, even after Shri Azam had ceased to be a mem¬ 
ber of the Bihar Legislative Assembly, was to see 
that Shri Azam shold not escape the penal conse¬ 
quences of committing a corrupt practice. Therefore, 
it logically follows that Shri Azam should be disquali¬ 
fied fo'r committing the corrupt practice under section 
123(5) of the Representation of the People Act, 
1951.' 

7. Now having decided that Shri Azam should be 
disqualified, the question that remains to be consi¬ 
dered is for what period he should be so disqualified. 


Both Shri D. P. Singh and Shri Faiyazul Azam urged 
the Commission to take a lenient view in the matter. 
In support of the above prayer, Shri D. P. Singh 
stated that Shri Azam was a brilliant young man hav¬ 
ing done his Ph. D. in Botany and any disqualifica¬ 
tion imposed on him for a long period would ruin his 
political career. It was also stated that Shri Azam was 
not contesting the present general election to the 
Lok Sabha out.of his deference for the Supreme 
Court’s judgement placing him under a cloud, though 
technically speaking he had not so far become dis¬ 
qualified and could contest the election until the Pre¬ 
sident, on the opinion of the Election Commission^ 
declared him disqualified. It was also stated that Shri 
Azam was the victim of his own mismanagement of 
his appeal case before the Supreme Court as he did 
not get timely notice for properly briefing his counsel 
which contributed to the present verdict of the Sup¬ 
reme Court against him. 

8. I have considered the above submissions which 
are sought to be shown as the mitigating circumstances 
in the present case. It is observed from the records 
that Shri Azam won the election in 1977 with a big 
margin. The corrupt practice proved against him re¬ 
lates to the use of a jeep for carrying 5 ladies to a 
polling station. No doubt, corrupt practice is a dep¬ 
lorable act as it sullies the purity of election process. 
However, the nature of the corrupt practice committ¬ 
ed and the extent to which it is indulged in are quite 
germane for determining the period for which a per¬ 
son should be debarred from contesting future elec¬ 
tions for committing the said corrupt, practice. Hav¬ 
ing due regard to all these relevant ''.considerations 
and the facts and circumstances of the present case, 
I am of the opinion that it would meet the ends of 
justice if Shri Azam is, disqualified for a period of 4 
years from the date of the Supreme Court’s Order 
i.e. 17-7-84. 

9. T, accordingly, hold and tender my opinion to 
the President in terms of section 8A(3) of the Re¬ 
presentation of the People Act, 1951 that Shri Faiya¬ 
zul Azam should be disqualified under section 8A (1) 
of the said Act for a period of 4 years from the date 
of the Supreme Court’s Order i.e. 17-7-84, for com¬ 
mitting the above referred corrupt practice under sec¬ 
tion 123(5) of the said Act.
